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We herewith present the fourteenth annual report. Owing to 
the destruction of the Almshouse by fire at which time all the 
Superintendent’s books and papers were lost, we are unable to 
render as full and extended a report as in preceding years. From 
such papers and books as are in our possession we have endeay- 
ored to make as full a statement as possible. 

By Treasurer’s report $14,995.38 is given as the amount for 
the support of Paupers on the County Farm for the year ending 
April 80, 1881. There should be deducted from this $3,000, for 
as a result of the fire this amount has been incurred as an extraor- 
dinary expense leaving as actual cost for support of Paupers 
for the year $11,995.38. 

There were stored in cellar at time of fire, provisions, and in 
storeroom, groceries and clothing to the amount of $1,324, all of 
which was a total loss. After the fire beds, bedding and furni- 
ture were purchased to the amount of $1,676 to supply the loss, 
and both of these sums were reckoned in as cost of support of 
Paupers for the year. Deducting the sum of these amounts we 
have actual cost as above ($11,995.38). We have reconstructed 
the wash-house, shingled the Snell house and barn and Trickey 
House at an expense of $300.00. We are unable to state accu- 
rately the cost per week for support of the Paupers on the Farm 
by reason of the fact that from loss of the books we are unable to 
state the number of weeks’ board furnished, but we believe that 
it will be about the same as last year. 

The County debt has been reduced the last year, 1880-8], 
$8752.75, and every bill to our knowledge has been paid to May 
1, 1881. 

The last year, 1879-80, was reduced $12,660.80, making a re- 
duction for the two years of $21,413.59. 

On the first of March Mr. C. E. Caswell and wife resigned their 
positions as Superintendent and Matron by reason of the ill health 
of the former. For fourteen years they have acted in this capac- 
ity to the satisfaction and acceptance of all in the County we be- 
lieve, irrespective of party. During our term of service we have 
always found that they have worked for the interests of the Coun- 
ty and we regret that circumstances compelled their resignations. 
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To fill these vacancies we have appointed Mr. W. T. Wentworth 
and wife. 

After the fire at the County Farm the Representatives of the 
County met at Dover and voted to rebuild the Almshouse. For 
this purpose $25,000, was appropriated in addition to the Insu- 
rance on old building, which was $16,500, There was additional 
Insurance to the amount of $2617.64 on furniture. For this sum 
we can refurnish the new house and have it better supplied than 
at the time of the fire. The building will be constructed from 
drawings prepared by F. N. Footman of Great Falls and a con- 
tract has been signed with Fall and Moulton for its erection. 
When completed it will be one of the best Almshouses in the 
State and will accommodate from 250 to 300 persons.

Physician's Keport. 


TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY,— 


Gentlemen: I herewith present my third annual report : 

The physical condition of the majority of the inmates of the 
Almshouse for the year has been excellent. There have been 
fewer cases of protracted acute diseases than at any time during 
my term of service. There has been no epidemic of any nature 
whatsoever, the health of the children throughout the year hav- 
ing been unusually good. 

Although the acute cases have not been protracted, yet natur- 
ally among so many people there has been frequent indisposition, 
but in nearlly all cases the attacks have been of short duration 
and have yielded readily to medication. 

As we have stated in preceding reports the aged and those suf- 
ferring from chronic diseases have demanded constant attention 
and frequent visits; and it is in this class that the greatest per- 
centage of deaths has occurred, as in preceding years. Naturally 
by reason of age and from the stage of the disease when many 
are carried to the Almshouse, the most that can be expected from 
treatment is the alleviation of suffering and the endeavor to make 
such as comfortable as possible. Many persons admitted to the 
Almshouse have for various periods been the victims of some 
disease ; in such cases, no treatment, be it never so skillful or as- 
siduous, can result in a restoration of the patient to health. The 
most that can be hoped for is to mitigate, in a measure, the 
symptoms of the disease and tender such care and nourishment 
as they are deprived of elsewhere from lack of means. ‘There 
have been four cases of midwifery during the year. Two of the 
children were legitimate and two illegitimate. In each case 
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the mother became pregnant before being admitted to the Alms- 
house. The longest period during which any one of these pa- 
tients were at the Farm before confinement was five months ; 
the shortest one day.
